in the figures in on e of Fitzgerald’s 
books. 
Two o t h e r employes of the 
sub-treasury also were put on 
the 
stand. 
T h o m a s L. Ledden, form er­ 
ly employed in th e sub-treasury of 
flee, testified to a s h o rtag e of $900 
discovered in N ovember, 1908. 
He 
said Fitzgerald visited his home and 
said he intended to build a house. 
“Are you goin g to do it on that 
$900 s h o r ta g e ? ” I asked. 
“Say when I get governm ent I'm 
going to get it good 
and 
hard,” 
Fitingerald replied, acccording to the 
witness. 
“ What was th is $ 9 0 0 ? ” inquired 
Assistant D istrict 
Attorney HH wood 
G. (rodman. 
“ That represented a shortage that 
had occurred in th e sub-treasury at 
the time,’ ’a n s w e re d tho witness. 
Iredden testified concerning a n o t h ­ 
er incident that o c c u rre d in the s u m ­ 
m er of 190(5. 
He said he saw Fitz­ 
gerald potting s o m e money in his 
pocket. 
I*edden said lie asked him 
what he was going to d o with the 
money. 
(He replied, 
“ t h a t he in­ 
tended to take it to a bank as the 
cashier th e re did not have enough 
hills.”

was not the r e g u la r m ethod of sup­ 
plying banks with cu rren c y of small 
denominations.
